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Chairman’s Message 


The fiscal year ended March 31, 1986, was an 
exciting and challenging one involving, as it did, 
increased demands on the Plan for services and 
on-going negotiations with the Ministry of the 
Attorney General regarding the Tariff. As well, 
the Plan moved forward in its efforts to speed 
payments to the thousands of lawyers who act for 
legally-aided clients each year and it also 
received the results of a test by the Ministry of 
Community and Social Services which examines 
the eligibility guidelines of the Plan and recom- 
mends who receives free or subsidized Legal Aid. 

As this Report also shows, the Plan’s Sub- 
Committees and Area Committees performed 
their tasks with vigour to ensure that the people 
of Ontario continue to receive the best Legal Aid 
services possible. 

The results of the negotiations between The 
Law Society and the Ministry of the Attorney 
General concerning the Tariff are outlined in a 
special section of this Report. However, and just 
as important to the operations of the Plan, | 
believe we must take note of anumber of initia- 
tives outlined on the next page upon which the 
Plan made progress during the past fiscal year. 
These initiatives were outlinedinaletterfromme 
in April, 1986, to the Attorney General and fall 
into two broad categories - service to those in 
need of legal advice and representation and 
administrative matters. 





In his response, the Attorney General said: 

“| applaud you for the fine work you are doing 
in order to enhance the Legal Aid Plan’s ability to 
serve the needs of the people of Ontario. The 
initiatives you have outlined in your letter are 
wide ranging, and have obviously been well 
thought out. They will certainly provide a large 
number of important groups with much more 
effective access to needed legal services. 

“These innovations demonstrate the ability of 
the Law Society, through the Legal Aid Commit- 
tee, to respond to changing needs and 
circumstances.”

Introduction 


In his letter to the Attorney General the Legal 
Aid Committee Chairman pointed to the follow- 
ing matters on which the Plan had moved for- 
ward during the fiscal year:

battered women. As a result, the Plan has 
increased its ability to respond to the needs 
of the thousands of women across Ontario 
who seek advice and assistance through 
these shelters. ; 

e The Plan has improved its services to the 
handicapped through the provision ofaTDD 
(Telephone Device for the Deaf) in its York 
County Area Office and through its program 
to ensure that all Legal Aid offices and Com- 
munity Legal Clinics are accessible to the 
disabled. As well, a Legal Aid representative 
will visit the home of any handicapped or 
elderly person who cannot attend at one of 
the Plan’s offices. ; 

@ The Plan continues to improve its ability to 
serve the French-speaking citizens of Onta- 
rio. Whenever ajob vacancy has occuredina 
designated area, the position has been filled 
by a bilingual candidate. In addition, the Plan 
is devising new methods to provide 
improved Legal Aid services to French- 
speaking applicants in areas where French- 
speaking employees are not yet in place.; 
New initiatives have taken place with respect 
to the delivery of legal services to native 
populations in remote sections of Northern 
Ontario. Among them, and in order to 
ensure that justice is not only done but isseen 
to be done, Duty Counsel no longer travel to 
remote communities with the regular Court 
party. Instead, Duty Counsel go to the com- 
munities at least one day in advance to help 
those who will be attending court on both 
criminal and non-criminal matters. The Plan 
is also looking into methods whereby Duty 
Counsel services might be combined with 
the Clinic delivery system. ; 

@ In January, 1986, the Plan’s new response to 
the .legal needs of Ontario’s psychiatric 
patients was implemented. In conjunction 
with the Ministry of Health, the Plan now 
guarantees that any patient committed to a 
psychiatric unit is visited either by a Patient 


expanded in light of the right to counsel 
provisions of the Charter of Rights and Free- 
doms and the case law which relates to these 
provisions.; 

In recognition of the importance of unifor- 
mity across Ontario, the Plan has expanded 
its program through which staff of the Pro- 
vincial Office meet with local Area Directors 
and Area Committees on a regular basis. ; 
The Plan’s excellent Research Facility con- 
tinued to expandits services to lawyers acting 
on behalf of legally-aided clients, increased 
its sales to lawyers acting for privately- 
retained clients and has entered into an 
agreement with a firm to act as the Facility’s 
sales agent outside Ontario. These changes 
will enhance the revenue earned by the 
Facility.; 

The Plan has increased substantially the 
amount of funds received from client contri- 
butions and recoveries of costs. Thisincrease 
is the result of anew policy regarding interest 
charged on liens as well as the diligent work 
by local Area Directors and the Plan’s Collec- 
tions Department.; 

A study is underway in the York County Area 
Office to help decide how best to monitor 
the financial circumstances of legal aid recip- 
ients after they have received a Legal Aid 
certificate. ; 

Steps are being taken to examine the possible 
computerization of the Legal Aid Tariff to 
reduce further the administrative costs asso- 
ciated with processing thousands of 
accounts from lawyers each year.; 

A further and detailed review of the Plan’s 
policy on authorizing and paying for neces- 
sary disbursements is being undertaken to 
reduce administrative costs. ; 

The Plan continues to monitor the imple- 
mentation of the many recommendations of 
a management consulting report to ensure 
that the cost-savings identified therein are 
realized wherever possible. 





Tariff 


As reported in last year’s Annual Report, nego- 
tiations between The Law Society and the Minis- 
try of the Attorney General continued 
throughout 1984 and 1985 regarding the tariff of 
fees paid to participating lawyers. 

In March, 1985, an independent fact-finder 
was appointed by the parties and his report was 
made available in July of that year. The Report of 
the Fact-Finder recommended the elimination 
of the 25% statutory reduction in fees paid to 
lawyers and called for substantial increases tothe 
tariff over a three year period ending in 
January,1988. 

In August, 1985, Attorney General lan Scott 
said in an address that he saw “‘...some real merit 
in a system whereby this professional contribu- 
tion (the 25% reduction) would betruly shared by 
all members of the profession. | see no reason 
why a levy, akin to the compensation fund levy 
we have in Ontario, could not be imposed on all 
members of the profession.” 

Additional meetings took place between the 
Treasurer of The Law Society, the Chairman of 
the Legal Aid Committee, the Under Treasurer of 
The Law Society and the Attorney General during 
which the Attorney General’s proposal was dis- 
cussed in detail. 

As a result of these meetings and resolutions 
passed in Convocation in November, 1985, The 
Law Society accepted a proposal from the Attor- 
ney General that the tariff be increased as of 
December 1, 1985, by 20% as an interim measure 
while discussions continued. 

In April, 1986, The Law Society and the Attor- 
ney General announced that agreement had 
been reached on the tariff. 

Subject to the approval of Cabinet, The Legal 
Aid Act was to be amended to eliminate the 25% 
statutory reduction on all fees paid under the 
tariff. The Attorney General proposed that the 
change -- which would resultin anincrease inthe 
tariff of 33 1/3% -- would come into effect on July 
1, 1986. 

As part of the agreement, The Law Society, 
which had already recognized the legal profes- 
sion’s obligation to assist in the funding of Legal 
Aid, was to levy each member about $175 per 
year. This revenue, added to anew 5% reduction 
on all fees paid under the tariff, would result in 
the profession’s underwriting 50% of the Plan’s 


administrative costs of about $12 million a year. 

In his letter to the Acting Treasurer, the Attor- 
ney General noted that the Law Society’s initia- 
tive “...confirms my view that the Law Society’s 
administration of legal aid advances the public 
interest.” 

He continued, “I note that our agreement will 
permit the full implementation of the first two 
stages of the factfinder’s report,.... The govern- 
ment of Ontario accepts the findings of the fact- 
finder, and regards his recommendations as an 
appropriate basis for the compensation of lawy- 
ers under the Legal Aid Plan.” 

The Attorney General also undertook to work 
towards the implementation of the final two 
stages of the factfinder’s report ‘‘...consistent 
with the fiscal responsibilities of the govern- 
ment.Further, | can advise you that | am commit- 
ted in principle to an annual review of the Legal 
Aid Tariff....Ifthe Society thinks itis necessary and 
appropriate a mechanism for this (review) could 
be formally established.” 

The agreement was approved by Convocation 
at its meeting of April 18, 1986. 

On June 24, 1986, the Attorney General intro- 
duced legislation to implement the agreement. 
However, the legislation was not enacted prior to 
the Legislature’s adjournment and, as of the writ- 
ing of this Report, was awaiting the Fall sitting of 
the House. 

The profession was advised in August, 1986, 
that for the purposes of calculating fees, they 
were to use the tariff figures which became effec- 
tive on December 1, 1985. 

Assuming the legislation is proclaimed, the 
profession was advised, the Plan would make 
retroactive payments automatically to lawyers 
submitting accounts on certificates issued on or 
after July 1, 1986 as well as for Duty Counsel 
services provided on or after July 1, 1986. 


$175 Levy On Members 

In August, 1986, the profession was advised 
that The Law Society and the Plan had devised a 
method whereby members billing the Plan for 
services rendered pursuant to a Legal Aid certifi- 
cate or Duty Counsel account could set off the 
$175 Legal Aid fee portion of their Law Society 
Annual Fees against their Legal Aid receivables. 





Financial and Statistical Data 


Financial and Statistical Data 
The total cost of the Plan during the year was 
$75 million. 


Provincial 
The Province contributed $58,545,700, a 
decrease of $3,702,300 over 1984-85. 


Federal 

The Federal Government contributes to the 
cost of the Planinthe areaofcriminallawthrough 
a cost-sharing agreement with the Province. For 
the year, the contribution willamountto approx- 
imately $17 million which is paid to the Provincial 
Government. 

Under the Federal Canada Assistance Plan civil 
legal aid costs for persons deemed to be in need 
are shared on a 50-50 basis. 

In respect of the 1985-86 fiscal year, about $7 
million will be paid to the Provincial 
Government. 


Interest on Solicitors’ Trust Accounts 

The Law Society Act provides that the interest 
which accumulates in Solicitors’ Trust Accounts 
is paid to the The Law Foundation of Ontario and 
that 75% of the amount received by the Founda- 
tion is paid to the Plan. For 1985-86 this amounted 
to $6,330,816 compared with $7,306,356 in the 
previous year. (For a breakdown of the Legal Aid 
Dollar, see page 32) 


Liens, Client Contributions and Recoveries 

During the year, contributions made by clients 
to the Legal Aid Fund totalled $4,093,543 com- 
pared with $3,263,168 last year. The amount of 
$1,786,941 ($1,480,968 last year) was received on 
account of client recoveries in civil matters. (See 
page 22). 

Included in the foregoing figures isan amount 
of $2,509,912 realized as a result of taking liens 
pursuant to Section 18 of The Legal Aid Act. 

As of March 31, 1986 there were accounts 
receivable from clients totalling $9,157,675 and 
$8,347,033 was receivable by reason of judgments 
for monetary recoveries and judgment for costs. 
There were 31,253 liens pursuant to Section 18 of 
The Legal Aid Act. These liens secure part or all of 
the cost of legal aid services in individual cases 
where the legally-aided client was unable to 


make a cash contribution but had equity in land. 
The value of such liens is estimated at $26,276,473. 
The corresponding figures for the previous year 
were 30,141 liens with an estimated value of 
$23,562,000. 


Lawyers’ Contribution re: 25% 

The Legal Aid Act calls for areduction by each 
lawyer of 25% of the net amount of his or her bill 
rendered in accordance with a tariff of fees. This 
is deemed to be the profession’s contribution to 
this social service and since its inception has 
amounted to $131,450,246. During the year the 
lawyers contribution was $14,426,073. 


Administrative Costs 

Administrative expenses to operate the Plan’s 
47 Area Offices and the Provincial Office (See 
page 23), were $12,152,984 or 16.2% of the total 
cost of the Plan, compared with $11,175,269 or 
16% last year. 

The expenses to operate the Provincial Office 
during the fiscal year were $5,270,921 0r 7% of the 
total cost of the Plan, compared to $4,935,276 for 
the fiscal year 1984-85. 

The administrative expenses to operate the 47 
Area Offices totalled $6,882,063 or 9.2% of the 
total cost of the Plan, compared to $6,239,993 in 
the previous fiscal year. 


Average Cost of Criminal Cases 

The majority of legal aid criminal cases (33,660) 
were heard by Provincial Court Judges exercising 
criminal jurisdiction. 

The average cost of a completed criminal case 
rose from $591 in 1984-85 to $609 in 1985-86. 


Average Cost of Civil Cases 

In completed civil cases(26,639), the average 
cost in fees and disbursements rose from $607 in 
1984-85 to $626 in 1985-86. 

Of the completed civil cases, 80% concerned 
domestic matters. In 1985-86 there were 4,549 
uncontested divorce actions completed for pay- 
ment compared with 5,236 in the previous year 
and 16,776 cases were for other domestic matters 
compared with 17,087 in the previous year. (See 
pages 30 and 31). 





Average Cost of Legal Advice 

The average cost of legal advice provided pur- 
suant to a certificate was $78 compared with $72 
for the previous year. (See Page 30). 


Legal Accounts Department 

During the year, the Legal Accounts Depart- 
ment processed for payment 84,916 lawyer’s 
accounts. 44,125 were paid by the Director under 
Section 101(2) of The Legal Aid Regulation and 
29,053 were settled by the Legal Accounts Officer 
under Sections 101(1) and (3). 

Of the total number of accounts processed, 
8,178 were interim accounts and 3,560 were sup- 
plementary accounts. 

At the end of the fiscal year, most Standard 
Form of Accounts ($1,200 and under) were being 
processed within 30 days and most other 
accounts within 75 days. 


Fees Paid to Lawyers 

Seventy-six per cent of the 4,416 lawyers who 
billed the Plan during the fiscal year were paid 
less than $10,000. The following is a breakdown of 
the sums paid to lawyers. (By and large, these 
figures do not reflect the tariff increase of 20% 
which became effective December 1, 1985).

Duty Counsel Activity 

Duty Counsel activity across the Province 
maintained its upward trend throughout the year 
with 281,821 individuals receiving summary legal 
advice and/or representation in Ontario’s Pro- 
vincial Courts (Criminal and Family) compared 
with 270,129 last year - an increase of 4.3%. (Fora 
detailed comparison of figures for the current 
and previous years, see page 29). 


Certificates Issued 

Of the 115,010 individuals who applied, 90,734 
(or 78.9%) were approved for the issuance of a 
certificate - an increase of 3.7% from last year. 

Certificates for criminal cases accounted for 
51,068 (56.3%) of the certificates issued and civil 
matters, mainly domestic matters, accounted for 
39,666 (43.7%) of the certificates issued. (See 
pages 26 and 27). The remaining applications 
were refused. 
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Administration 


Collections 

During the fiscal year, the Plan’s Collections 
Department dramatically improved its recovery 
on liens and delinquent receivables. 

The Plan received $5,880,484 from costs and 
client contributions compared with $4,744,136 in 
1984-85 - an increase of $1,136,348 or about 24%. 


Investigation Department 

The Plan’s two investigators conducted 290 
investigations during the fiscal year. Several com- 
plex and lengthy investigations were completed 
with the co-operation of the Ontario Provincial 
Police Anti-Racket Branch and the investigators 
of The Law Society of Upper Canada. 

During the previous fiscal year, there were 349 
investigations, including 53 involving serious 
complaints by legally-aided clients against lawy- 
ers. During 1985-86, the number of complaints in 
this category fell to 44 - a reduction of about 
20%.This number should be seen in the context 
of some 500,000 individuals who were assisted by 
the Plan through its various components during 
the fiscal year. 

The majority of the investigations during the 
fiscal year were conducted on behalf of the Pro- 
vincial Director and Area Directors throughout 
the province concerning the operation of the 
Plan and assisting Area Directors to establish 
whether some applicants qualified for legal aid. 


Appeals to the Provincial Director 

The Provincial Director is empowered pursu- 
ant to the Legal Aid Act to determine ultimate 
entitlement to legal aid in the following 
circumstances: 

(1) Section 14(4) to determine appeals from the 
refusal of an Area Committee to issue a 
certificate in appeallate matters, etc.; 

(2) Section 16(9) to dispose of applications for 
legal aid by persons not ordinarily resident 
in Ontario; 

(3) Section 16 (10) to determine appeals by Area 
Directors from a decision of an Area Com- 
mittee granting a certificate; and 

(4) Section 16(11) to respond to requests by the 
Supreme Court of Canada or the Ontario 
Court of Appeal to appoint counsel for an 
appellant or respondent in a criminal 
appeal. 


During the fiscal year there was a moderate 
increase in the number of appeals to the Provin- 
cial Director from the refusal of an Area Commit- 
tee to issue a certificate in appellate matters, 
pursuant to Section 14(4) of the Legal Aid Act. 
Whereas 270 such appeals were determined in 
the previous fiscal year, 301 were determined this 
fiscal year. Of those appeals, 43 were allowed and 
approximately two-thirds related to criminal 
matters. 

Approximately 920 applications were consi- 
dered pursuant to Section 16(9) and to Reciprocal 
Agreements with the other provinces and terri- 
tories in Canada concerning the provision of civil 
legal aid. 

The Plan is also aparty to the Federal-Provincial 
Cost-Sharing Agreement respecting criminal 
legal aid, the terms of which require that the Plan 
consider all Canadians as if they were Ontario 
residents for the purpose of considering their 
entitlement to legal aid in criminal matters. The 
number of such other Canadians seeking crimi- 
nal legal aid is not therefore included in the total 
previously mentioned. 

Approximately 844 applications were consi- 
dered pursuant to Section 16(9) by residents of 
countries other than Canada. Of these latter 
applications, 232 were in respect of immigration 
matters. The Plan is continuing to experience an 
increasing number of applications for legal aid in 
refugee claims. 

In the fiscal year, 18 appeals were considered 
from Area Directors from a decision of the Area 
Committee granting a certificate. Of that 
number, the Area Director was upheld on 11 
occasions. 





Eligibility Review Test Project 

As noted in last year’s Report, the Legal Aid 
Committee considered and approved aproposal 
from the Ministry of Community and Social Ser- 
vices -- which conducts financial eligibility 
assessments on legal aid applicants -- that 
members of its staff conduct financial eligibility 
reviews on some legally-aided individuals. 

The following is an excerpt from the Executive 
Summary of the Project’s Final Report: 

The Legal Aid Eligibility Review Project was 
conducted by the Ministry of Community and 
Social Services at the request of the Ministry of 
the Attorney General. The purpose of the project 
was to test the effectiveness of the Legal Aid 
eligibility assessment process. Two locations 
were selected for participation in the survey: the 
Oshawa and Sault Ste. Marie MCSS local offices. 
Legal Aid applicants referred to the project were 
reassessed regarding their eligibility for assist- 
ance, and any discrepancies from the original 
determination of eligibility were indicated ona 
data collection sheet developed for the project. 

A total of 53 eligibility review interviews were 
conducted, 31 in Sault Ste. Marie and 22 in 
Oshawa. The majority of individuals included 
were between the ages of 20 and 49, and 70% 
were either divorced or separated. Reasons for 
applying for Legal Aid reflected this fact, the 
majority being related to divorce or separation 
proceedings (including family support, child 
custody, division of assets, etc.). A large propor- 
tion of applicants were judged by the interview- 
ers to have little or no potential ability to pay for 
the Legal Aid services they received. 

The project results revealed virtually no discre- 
pancies between the original Legal Aid eligibility 
assessments and the review assessments. Regard- 
ing accuracy of the applicant’s originally 
reported income, employment status and finan- 
cial eligibility for Legal Aid, the reassessments 
revealed that in the vast majority of the cases 
information reported the second time was con- 
sistent with that initially stated. In 90% of the 
cases, the original eligibility assessment was 
deemed to have been correct, with ony two 
clearly incorrect assessments. No further contri- 
butions to the costs of Legal Aid services were 
found to be available among the 53 applicants 
reinterviewed. 


The above result appears to indicate that the 
Legal Aid financial eligibility assessments are 
being accurately and effectively carried out, and 
that there is no need to continue conducting 
eligibility reassessment interviews. 





George E. Wallace, Q.C., L.S.M. 


Law Society Medal Awarded 

In February, 1986, The Law Society of Upper 
Canada presented The Law Society Medal to 
George E. Wallace, Q.C., of North Bay. Mr. Wal- 
lace was one of the first recipients of the new 
award which is given for outstanding service 
within the legal profession. 

Mr. Wallace was called to the Bar in 1936 and 
created Queen’s Counsel in 1952. He was a Juve- 
nile and Family Court Judge for Nipissing District 
from 1953-1969 and a Judge-at-Large from 1969- 
1985. 

A Member of the Advisory Committee to the 
Attorney General on Legal Aid (1968-1971), anda 
Member of the Osler Task Force on Legal Aid 
(1974), Mr. Wallace was appointed to The Law 
Society’s Legal Aid Committee in 1971 and con- 
tinues his important contribution to that Com- 
mittee today. Mr. Wallace was a Bencher of The 
Law Society from 1971-1979. 
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The Research Facility 
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THE LAW SOCIETY OF. UPPER CANADA. ONTARIO LEGAL AID PLAN 





The Research Facility is a centralized legal 
research unit. It does tailor-made research for 
lawyers throughout Ontario for their Legal Aid 
files. It is unique for two reasons: (1) ItisCanada’s 
most efficient legal research unit and (2) it is 
earning back some of the taxpayer’s money 
which supports it. 

In 1985 the Research Facility completed 2,837 
files, and for the year ending July 31, 1986, it 
completed 3,106 files. In 1984, the Research Facil- 
ity completed 2,118 files. From April 1, 1985 to 
March 31, 1986, the number of research files 
increased 83%, the cost per research file 
decreased 31% and Research Facility expendi- 
tures increased only 21% (without taking infla- 
tion into account). As the Research Facility’s 
database and file volume increase, its cost per file 
will continue to decrease. This relationship 
between research volume and research costs is 
due to the new technology of centralized legal 
research which the Research Facility has 
developed. 

The Research Facility has over 400 standard 
memoranda of law in its sales catalogue which is 
advertised regularly to lawyers. They are a spin- 
off from a much larger electronic database, 
because the Research Facility has been providing 
custom-made, individualized memorandaof law 
for Legal Aid cases for seven years. It is the opin- 
ion of the Director of Research that the central- 
ized legal research technology developed within 
the Research Facility will be used to create a 
centralized legal research industry in Canada. 
Many of the larger law firms are creating central 
research units in order to apply computer tech- 
nology to legal research and to develop research 
specialists. 

The Research Facility’s increase in productivity 
means increased savings to Legal Aid because the 
Research Facility can do research with less time 
and expense than lawyers in law offices can. If 
government lawyers used the research methods 
developed in the Research Facility, they and the 


taxpayer would enjoy even greater Cost savings 
and increases in productivity because govern- 
ment lawyers do an even greater volume of legal 
research than the Research Facility. Or, if all Legal 
Aid organizations in Canada could use the 
Research Facility, there would be a substantial 
improvement in efficiency and a cost saving in 
the research work done. For example, in 
June,1986, the Research Facility entered into an 
agreement with representatives of the Clinic 
Funding Committee to supply specialized 
research for the Plan’s Community Legal Clinics. 
This project is providing research on administra- 
tive law problems in relation to clinic work and 
could provide even more specialized research 
on other areas of clinic work if funds were availa- 
ble. It is expected that the database thus gener- 
ated will expand the Research Facility’s sales 
catalogue. And, for example, in January, 1986, the 
Research Facility was able torenewits agreement 
with the Saskatchewan Legal Aid Commission for 
an annual subscription for all of the criminal law 
memoranda in the Research Facility’s sales 
catalogue. 

This catalogue of standard memoranda was 
originally created to allow a greater number of 
research requests arising from Legal Aid files to 
be completed each year. They have had a dra- 
matic effect upon the Research Facility’s produc- 
tivity and advertising the Research Facility’s 
catalogue has caused a dramatic increase in the 
number of Legal Aid research files, thusinducing 
more lawyers to choose to have the Research 
Facility do theirresearch rather than charging the 
Plan for doing the research themselves. There- 
fore, the Research Facility’s services provided to 
Legal Aid files, together with its commercial cata- 
logue sales, are mutually complementary opera- 
tions, each rendering the other more cost- 
efficient. 
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Family Violence 

During the fiscal year, it became apparent that 
women living in shelters were finding it increas- 
ingly difficult to obtain timely legal advice and 
representation. There are approximately 60shel- 
ters in Ontario. Last year, about 6,000 women 
spent some time in a shelter and the number is 
increasing by about 10% per year. 

In an attempt to address the problems of access 
to legal services, the members of the Plan’s staff 
met with shelter representatives as well as with 
members of the profession who are familiar with 
the problems faced by shelter residents. 

From these discussions it became clear that a 
number of problems could be identified, among 
them: 

¢ Many competent lawyers lack a sensitivity to 
the problems of battered women. 

@ Lawyers who represent large numbers of bat- 
tered women tend to burn out quickly, prim- 
arily because of the traumatic nature of the 
work, the urgency involved, the often frus- 
trating results and the fact that almost all the 
clients are legally-aided. 

© Women who desperately wish legal advice 
may have to wait up to two weeks before 
receiving a Legal Aid certificate. 

© The Legal Aid tariff is inadequate. 

¢ The Legal Aid tariff does not provide suffi- 
cient preparation time in Family Law matters. 

¢ Some Legal Aid and Ministry of Community 
and Social Services staff are insensitive to both 
applicants and lawyers. 

The group suggested the Plan consider 
implementing the following proposals in an 
effort to solve some of the problems: 

e Provide a training session for lawyers who 
express an interest in this area of the law. 
Special panels might be created to help 
encourage lawyers to attend such sessions. 
One particular session should be held during 
the Legal Aid presentation to Bar Admission 
students in late 1986. 

e Attempts should be made to increase the 
number of lawyers willing to advise and 
represent shelter residents. 

e A notice should be inserted into a coming 
edition of the Legal Aid Letter advising the Bar 
of the problems identified and lawyers should 
be encouraged to advise their local Area 


Directors if they are interested in helping 
shelter residents. 

@ One hour of Duty Counsel advice should be 
authorized for shelter residents upon their 
request. A simplified Duty Counsel account 
form and covering letter would be given to 
the shelter resident who could take it to the 
lawyer of their choice. The forms would be 
available through all shelters. 

Individuals knowledgable about shelter 
residents informed the Plan that, in their 
opinion, about 50% of shelter residents would 
avail themselves of such aservice. While such 
a service would increase Legal Aid costs, it 
would also reduce the number of certificates 
issued. As well, the service would be well- 
received by shelter residents and would be 
considered a positive initiative by members of 
the Bar. A close parallel could be drawn, said 
some participants inthe discussions, between 
people appearing in court for the first time 
and women who have just left their homes 
inasmuch as Duty Counsel services may be 
seen to be equally important to both. The 
group suggested that Duty Counsel not be 
prohibited from continuing to act for shelter 
residents they had advised. 

¢ Attempts must be made to ensure that both 
Legal Aid and Ministry of Community and 
Social Services personnel are sensitive to the 
needs of shelter residents and lawyers. Dis- 
cussions are to be held with both Legal Aid 
Area Directors and COMSOC personnel to 
try to correct this situation. 

Since those discussions took place in early 
1986, a special session during the Bar Admission 
Course has been held, a notice has beeninserted 
in the Legal Aid Letter encouraging lawyers to act 
for battered spouses. In November, a joint pro- 
gram of the Plan and The Law Society’s Continu- 
ing Legal Education Department will beheld. The 
one-day program is entitled “How to Represent 
the Battered Client” and participants willbe elig- 
ible to enter the Plan’s newly created Family 
Violence Legal Aid Panel. 

The Plan records with thanks the assistance of 
the Ministry of the Attorney General in funding 
this important program and for the scheduled 
attendance and address by the Attorney General. 
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Committees 


The Legal Aid Committee 

The Plan is administered by The Law Society of 
Upper Canada through the Legal Aid Committee 
and its 14 Sub-Committees. 

The Legal Aid Committee met 9 times during 
the fiscal year to review legal aid policy, receive 
and consider reports from the numerous meet- 
ings of its Sub-Committees and to resolve issues 
which arose during that period. 

All Committee members serve on a volunteer 
basis and it is evident that the Benchers, non- 
Bencher members of the legal profession, lay 
representatives and law student give valuable 
hours of their time to ensure the proper adminis- 
tration of legal aid for the benefit of the citizens of 
this Province.

(d) What effort has been made bythe applicant 
to raise funds privately and what effort will 
the applicant make to do so in the future? 

(e) Has the applicant explored the possibility of 
funding by other organizations? 

2. Novelty, Repetition, 

Issue being argued by Others. 

(a) Has a Court or Tribunal already ruledonthe 
issue? 

(b) Is another person or group litigating or 
likely to litigate the issue? 


(c) Would the applicant be prejudiced if some- 
one else chose to argue the issue, and is 
there someone in that position? 

3. Significance, Importance 

(a) What is the significance or importance of 
the issue to the applicant or others? 

4. Merit 

(a) What are the grounds for the application? 

(b) What are the chances of success of the 
application? 

5. Cost 

(a) Estimate of the cost; 

(b) Measure the significance and importance 
of the issue and the chance of success in 
proceeding against the cost. 

6. Test Cases 

(a) Benefit of successful application must flow 
to many others; 

(b) Enquiry as to whether other avenues of 
relief have been pursued. 

7. Other Factors. 

(a) Are there any other aspects of the case or 
the position of the applicant that bear upon 
the application? 


The Committee may recommend restrictions 
on certificates or limited certificates as part of its 
recommendation to either the local Area Direc- 
tor or Area Committee which has the jurisdiction 
to decide on the recommendation.

Committee Report 

During the previous fiscal year, the Sub- 
Committee on Legal Services tothe Disabled met 
numerous times to consider the 100 recommen- 
dations of a Report by Judge Rosalie S. Abella 
entitled, “Access to Legal Services by the 
Disabled.”’ 

The Sub-Committee concluded its meetings in 
May, 1985 and presented its Report to the Legal 
Aid Committee in October. The Report was 
approved by the Legal Aid Committee and, sub- 
sequently, by Convocation, with only minor 
changes. 

Among the Report’s many recommendations: 


e That the Legal Aid Committee adopt the prin- 
ciple that a right to equal access to legal servi- 
ces to the handicapped and disabled should 
guide and inform all future developments of 
programs for their benefit; 

@ That amember of the disabled community be 
appointed a member of the Sub-Committee 
(which is to be retained to monitor develop- 
ments) to assist it in its on-going efforts to 
increase legal services to the disabled; 

e That Legal Aid offices and Community Legal 
Clinics which cannot be made accessible shall 
be vacated at the end of the current lease and 
relocated to accessible premises; 

e That the Legal Aid Committee request the 
Attorney General to provide a special one- 
time accessibility improvement capital fund 
for the purpose of subsidizing any renova- 


tions necessary to make Legal Aid offices and 
Community Legal Clinics fully accessible; 

e That as a first step to improve legal services to 
the 20,000 profoundly hearing-impaired indi- 
viduals in Ontario, a visual telephone be 
installed, and made knownas available, inthe 
York County Legal Aid office in Toronto. 


Many of the Sub-Committee’s recommenda- 
tions have been or are being acted upon and the 
Sub-Committee will continue to monitor 
developments.

Committee Report 

The Law Society’s Public Information Depart- 
ment continued during the fiscal year to make 
members of the public and the media aware of 
the operations of the Plan through a variety of 
measures and programs. 

As in previous years, the Plan’s brochure, 
which outlines in general terms the coverage of 
the Plan, how to apply, funding, and office 
addresses and phone numbers, was distributed 
widely throughout the province. Distribution 
points included law offices, Legal Aid offices, 
Community Legal Clinics, social service agen- 
cies, supermarkets, libraries, schools and other 
outlets. 

The Information Department handled many 
media enquiries from across Ontario supplying 
basic information about the Plan’s activities - 
including applicant demand, Duty Counsel 
activity, financial affairs, tariff negotiations and 
other aspects of Legal Aid. 

The Plan continued, in conjunction with The 
Law Society, to make information about Legal 
Aid available to thousands of people attending 
various exhibitions and homeshows in cities such 
as Toronto, Hamilton, London and Ottawa. 
These shows, which feature a portable booth and 
displays of several law-related pamphlets, also 
provide members of the publican opportunity to 
speak with volunteer lawyers who man the booth. 


The Plan records its gratitude to the hundreds of 
lawyers who give of their time each year to make 
the Plan’s operations more widely known. 

During the year, the Information Department 
added several pre-recorded tapes on Legal Aid 
into its highly-successful Dial-A-Law program . 
Through Dial-A-Law, members of the public 
from across Ontario can obtain free information 
about applying for Legal Aid and the role of 
Community Legal Clinics. 

The Legal Aid Letter continued to be an effec- 
tive vehicle for informing all those involved in or 
interested in the delivery of Legal Aid about the 
Plan. The Letter is sent to all lawyers, judges, 
MPPs, Ontario-based MPs, social service agen- 
cies, over 500 media outlets and others. Through 
this medium, the Plan is able to make news of the 
Plan widely known in a timely manner. 

As a result of recommendations from the Sub- 
Committee on Legal Services for the Disabled, 
the Information Department is up-dating its 
information on the more than 6,000 lawyers who 
participate in the Lawyer Referral Service. The 
Service’s records will soon show not only those 
lawyers willing to accept legal aid certificate 
clients but also whether those lawyers have offi- 
ces accessible to the handicapped, whether 
those lawyers are willing tomake home or institu- 
tional visits and whether they have facilities or 
skills enabling them to assist hearing-impaired 
legally-aided clients. These changes will improve 
the ability of the Service to respond to the thou- 
sands of calls it deals with each year from callers 
who have qualified for a legal aid certificate but 
encounter difficulties in deciding which lawyer 
to approach. 

As in previous years, the Information Depart- 
ment assisted in the production of various 
speeches and reports concerning the Plan, 
including one given by a Justice of the Supreme 
Court of Ontario to an international body meet- 
ing in Vienna. The Information Department is 
also responsible for the writing, production and 
distribution of about 3,000 copies of the Plan’s 
Annual Report, which is circulated to all MPPs as 
well as to all Ontario media.

Committee Report 

During the 1983-84 fiscal year, the Sub- 
Commitee on Mediation and Assessments was 
established and it subsequently obtained appro- 
val and funding for The Family Mediation Pro- 
ject. That Project - with a three year mandate - 
continued during the 1985-86 fiscal year. 

However, proclamation of the Family Law Act 
and changes to the Divorce Act prompted the 
Sub-Committee to make a number of recom- 
mendations to the Legal Aid Committee regard- 
ing payments by the Plan to mediators. Both the 
Family Law Act and the changes to the Divorce 
Act contemplate additional use being made of 
mediators in Family Law matters. 

As aresult, the Sub-Committee reported to the 
Legal Aid Committee in March, 1986. Its recom- 
mendations regarding payments by the Plan to 
mediators - both lawyers and non-lawyers - were 
adopted by the Legal Aid Committee and by 
Convocation. 

Briefly, the Sub-Committee’s recommenda- 
tions were that: 


® Mediators who are psychologists or psychia- 
trists be paid at the same rate as their col- 
leagues who agree to participate in The 
Family Mediation Project, namely at the rate 
of $60 per hour. 


@ Lawyers who act as mediators will be paid at 
tariff rates depending on their years since 
being called to the Bar. However, they will be 
paid as experts and not as lawyers and, hence, 
there will be no statutory deduction from 
tariff rates for their services. 

e Social workers who act as mediators will be 
paid the lesser of their normal hourly rateand 
$45 per hour. 

@ Where only one client is legally-aided, the 
Plan will pay one-half of the stated rates. 
Where both parties are legally-aided, the Plan 
will pay the entire cost. 

@ When mediation is requested, the request 
will be considered by the Plan’s Legal 
Accounts Officer before approval is given. If 
approval is given, it will be for a maximum of 
15 hours, including a report. 

e Any requests for extensions beyond the 15 
hours will be considered by the Legal 
Accounts Officer and a decision will be made 
by the Legal Accounts Officer as to the merits 
of continuing to fund mediation. 

® Notice of these arrangements will be pub- 
lished in an edition of the Legal Aid Letter in 
order to make them known to the profession 
and others involved in the delivery of Legal 
Aid in Ontario. 

@ An identification system will be used to cap- 
ture those certificates under which mediation 
is provided. The Sub-Committee intends to 
perform an ex post facto analysis of such 
certificates to determine the total cost of the 
action and to allocate costs as between medi- 
ation and litigation. 


The Sub-Committee noted that the proposed 
rates were probably on the low side. However, 
the Sub-Committee observed, they were consist- 
ent with rates being paid through The Family 
Mediation Project and would be reviewed along 
with the Project itself.

Independent Community Based 
Legal Clinics Committee Report 

The role of independent community legal clin- 
ics within the Ontario Legal Aid Plan continued 
to develop during the fiscal year. 

The Clinic Funding Committee has responsi- 
bility under the Regulation for the administra- 
tion and policy affecting community clinics. In 
accordance with the Regulation and the clinic 
certificate signed on behalf of the Plan and by 
each clinic, community clinics are also adminis- 
tered by Boards of Directors elected by and 
representative of the communities served by the 
clinics. The Boards must establish financial eligi- 
bility guidelines and case priorities for the work 
of the clinic and are financially accountable to 
the Clinic Funding Committee. 

The members of clinic Boards of Directors have 
continued in 1985-86 to provide many hours of 
volunteer time to clinic work, thereby contribut- 
ing much to the successful operation of com- 
munity legal clinics. 

The funds allocated for clinic funding 
increased from $9.8 million in 1984-85 to $11.4 
million in 1985-86. 

Since 1976, when 13 existing clinics were first 
funded by the Ontario Legal Aid Plan, the 
number of clinics has increased to 52 across the 
province. In 1985-86, the Clinic Funding Com- 
mittee and Convocation approved funds to 
establish four new clinics. The new clinics funded 
were: Downsview Community Legal Services 


and Etobicoke Community Legal Services in 
Metro Toronto; Hamilton Mountain Legal and 
Community Services, and Neighbourhood Legal 
Services of London and Middlesex. Nipissing 
Community Legal Services, in North Bay, funding 
for which was approved in March, 1985, also 
commenced service in 1985-86. 

The Committee also approved the allocation 
of 12 additional staff positions to existing clinics 
to assist them in better serving their communities. 

Clinic legal services continued to be provided 
by both lawyers and community legal workers. A 
number of clinics providea wide range of general 
legal assistance and representation in such admi- 
nistrative law areas as workers’ compensation, 
unemployment insurance, welfare, pensions, 
immigration and employment rights; clinics also 
assist with landlord-tenant disputes, debtor- 
creditor problems and family matters, such as 
juvenile and child welfare problems. The Clinic 
Funding Committee has also continued funding 
clinics which offer specialized legal services, 
including such matters as parole and sentencing 
(Queen’s Correctional Law Project), environ- 
mental law (the Canadian Environmental Law 
Association), law for the handicapped (the Advo- 
cacy Resource Centre for the Handicapped), 
children’s law (Justice for Children), seniors’ law 
(Advocacy Centre for the Elderly), workers’ com- 
pensation (Injured Workers’ Consultants and 
Industrial Accident Victims Group of Ontario), 
landlord-tenant problems (Metro Tenants Legal 
Services, Landlord’s Self-Help Centre and Tenant 
Hotline), and public legal education (Commun- 
ity Legal Education Ontario). As well,anumber of 
clinics provide services to special communities, 
including the Spanish-speaking community in 
Toronto, and native communities in Kenora, 
Sioux Lookout, Thunder Bay District, and 
Moosonee-Moose Factory and the James Bay 
coast. 

In addition to case-related services, clinics con- 
tinued in 1985-86 to fulfill their special mandate 
under the Regulation ‘‘to encourage access”’ to 
legal services and to provide services “designed 
to promote the legal welfare” of their communi- 
ties. Many clinics initiated community legal edu- 
cation and preventive law activities during the 
fiscal year, assisted with significant law reform 
proposals, and engaged in widespread efforts to 
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create better access to the legal system and legal 
services. The Committee also allocated special 
funds to 12 clinics for particular legal education 
and outreach projects, many designed to 
improve access to legal services by the disabled. 

Significant progress was made in 1985-86 
towards the goal of ensuring that all community 
legal clinics are located in premises accessible to 
the handicapped. The Committee received a 
special grant of $125,000from the Ministry of the 
Attorney General to assist with the cost of ramp 
construction and renovations to create or 
improve accessibility.

Mr. Ewart hadserved on 
the Committee since 1982. Ms. Herman was pre- 
viously associated with both Central Toronto 
Community Legal Clinic and the Centre for 
Spanish-Speaking Peoples. 

Thomas Bastedo, Q.C., was appointed Chair- 
man of the Committee in August, 1985, replacing 
Hugh Guthrie, Q.C., who continued to serve on 
the Committee as Vice-Chairman. 

Other members of the Committee continued 
to serve in 1985-86: Berta Zaccardi, solicitor, and 
Glenn Carter, Assistant Deputy Attorney 
General. 

The Clinic Funding Committee continued to 
provide funds in 1985-86 to assist clinic staff in 


maintaining high-quality legal services. Funds 
were provided to the Southwest Regional Associ- 
ation of Clinics for regular staff training sessions 
throughout the year, and to northern clinics for 
several specific training programs. Funds were 
also provided to Halton Hills Community Legal 
Clinic to conduct a training session for clinic staff 
on the Social Assistance Review Board; to Metro 
Tenants Legal Services to conduct aworkshop on 
rent review, and to the Industrial Accident Vic- 
tims Group of Ontario to hold a seminar for 
experienced WCB practitioners on changes to 
the Workers’ Compensation Act. 

The Committee also provided funds to allow 
five clinic lawyers to attend the Intensive Trial 
Advocacy Workshop sponsored by Osgoode 
Hall Law School at York University. 

The Committee continued to fund the Ontario 
Association of Legal Clinics during the fiscal year, 
to provide specific services to clinics, including 
Board training and development, information- 
sharing and the production of a Newsletter. The 
Association’s consultive role in policy develop- 
ment was enhanced during the year, and the 
Committee expects this function to expandin the 
future. Funds were also provided to the Associa- 
tion to conduct training sessions for Board 
members on the Rights of the Disabled and Out- 
reach Skills. 

The Committee also continued its policy of 
direct consultation with clinics in meetings with 
clinic representatives throughout the year. 

The Committee approved funding in 1985-86 
to continue the acquisition of word processing- 
computer equipment in clinics. The equipment, 
now installed in the majority of clinics, allows 
clinics to increase productivity and supports case 
management, client statistics and Boardinforma- 
tion systems. 

The Clinic Funding Regulation recognizes the 
complementary aspects of clinic services in rela- 
tion to the traditional fee-for-service program of 
the Ontario Legal Aid Plan. The two branches of 
the Plan continue to work together to try to 
ensure that necessary legal services are readily 
available to low-income citizens of the province. 
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Student Legal Aid Societies 

The 1985-86 fiscal year continued the multi- 
outlet approach taken by the Plan in the delivery 
of legal services to those in need. As part of that 
approach, the six University-based Student Legal 
Aid Societies made a substantial contribution. 

The Societies helped thousands of university 
students and members of the publicwith a variety 
of legal problems through the services of law 
students working under the supervision of 
faculty members. Several Societies maintain a 
publiclegal education componentas part of their 
delivery mechanism and this facet continued to 
play a part in helping to educate the publicabout 
their legal rights and obligations. 

The Student Legal Aid Societies are located at 
the following Universities: 


(a) University of Windsor 

(b) University of Western Ontario 
(c) University of Toronto 

(d) York University - Osgoode Hall 
(e) Queen’s University 

(f) University of Ottawa 


During the past fiscal year, the Plan increased 
its funding to the Societies from $576,000 in 1984- 
85 to $607,777 in 1985-86, an increase of $31,777 or 
Dh Hee 





Area Committees 

Both the Plan and members of the public con- 
tinued during the year to depend on the volun- 
tary contribution of time and effort by hundreds 
of men and women - both lawyers and lay indi- 
viduals - who serve on Legal Aid Area 
Committees. 

These dedicated individuals give of their time 
to serve on the Plan’s 47 Area Committees to 
consider matters of the utmost importance not 
only to individual applicants but to the integrity 
of the Plan itself. 

The more than 500 men and women make 
critical judgments affecting the delivery of legal 
aid in individual cases by considering appeals 
from refusals of Area Directors to grant legal aid 
in the first instance and by making recommenda- 
tions to local Area Directors on applications 
involving such matters as appeals to the Supreme 
Court of Canada, the Court of Appeal for Ontario 
and other appeal tribunals.

Pages 39 to 45 in this Report record the names 
of those individuals from across the province 
who considered thousands of cases presented to 
them.
